As  far  back  as 
the  session  of  1048  when  the  Hospital  In- 
surance Art  was  being,  debated  the  Legis- 
lature was  inforiped  that  the  initial  scale 
of  fees  would  be  on  a trial  basis,  sub- 
ject to  revision  up  or  down.  The  public 
therefore  should  not  be  taken  by  surprise 
if  premiums  are  raised 
Nevertheless  the  Government  may  have 
erred  in  setting  tlta  scale  as  low  as  it  did 
That  is  not  hindsight,  for  there  were  many 
at  the  time  w-hrn.  the  suOwuLlIji — wa*  -an- 
nounced who  expressed  doubt  that  ends 
could  be  made  to  meet  The  initial 
premiums  were  established  substantially 
below  those  which  the  hospitals  themselves 


Cross  plan.  Moreover  they  were  set  at  a 
time  when  costs  were  rising  steadily  and 
appear Ptl,  likely  to  go  on  doing  .so.  Pos- 
sibly the  approach  of  a gftu*al  elec  tion  may 
have  had  some  influence  om  the  Govern- 
ment's actions  in  determining  the  schedule. 

Psychologically  the  effect  of  increasing 
fees  for  a ’compulsory  service  is  upsetting, 
but  it  is  essential  that  the  hospital  plan 
should  be  made  .self-sustaining.  If  to  do 
that  more -money  has  to  be  obtained  from 
the  public  it  should  be  by  way  of  direct  levy 
on  contributors  and  not  from  general 
revenue  The  service  is  not  a charity.  It 
-is  for  everyone,  and  any  subsidizing  from 
tax  revenue  would  give  it  a false  value.  If 
;ia  is  anticipated  there  Is  another  substantial 
surplus  from  sales  tax.  that  should  be  used 
to  broaden  assistance  to  municipalities  and 
not  to  bolster  the  hospital  fund.  Before 
any  action  is  taker*,  however,  the  Govern- 
ment will  be  expected  to  explore  every 
means  of  keeping  costs  within  the  revenue 
at  present  available

FOR  many  years  now  Canada  has  had  regulating  commission  whi< 
the  anomaly  of  a virtual  public  monop  rise  its  functions  without 


oly  in  control  of  subsidiary  private 
enterprise  in  thrrsihic  field,  radio  broad- 
casting. Besides  regulating,  broadcasting 
the  Canadian  Broadcasting  Cnyif*tv«uu>i* 
has  wide  powers  of  control  over,  even  to  re 
presslon  of,  all  competition.  Its  first  task 
the  regulation  of  programs  going  over  the 
air,  substantially  has  been  well  done.  The 
second,  its  role  as  arbiter  as  to  who  shall 
enter  radio  and  who  shall  not,  ha*  never 
given  satisfaction,  and  under  present  con- 
ditions never  will  be  likely  to  do  so.  A 
regulating  body  should  not  be  engaged  at 
first  hand  in  the  thing  regulated 
If  the  Royal  Commission  on  Arts.  Cul- 
ture and  Science  is  to  receive  pleadings  on 
radio  broadcasting,  then  both  sides  of  the 
story  should  be  presented.  There  is  a good 
•’ase  to  be  made  for  a truly  independent 


regulating  commission  which  would  exer- 
cise its  functions  without  regard  to  any 
operating  division  of  its  own  Such  regu- 
lation is  or  course  necessary,  but  to  argue 
that  we  have  it  today  in  its  best  practical 
unm  is  to  go  againat  the  .facts  Private 
enterprise  shoufd  not  be  tied  to  a national 
monopoly  to  take  its  leavings,  and  never 
should  iiavc  been  placed  in  that  position  in 
theitrsrplacp.

on  top  of  the  S4.000.000  sought  for  the  tele-

Disregarding  the  somewhat  hasty 
assertion  that.  “Tito  Is  a Wall  Street 
tool”— a charge  which  one  suspects 
Wall  Street  has  never  heard  of — the  evi- 
dence is  growing  that  Russia  has  a Balkan 
problem  on  her  hands.  For  upwards  of 
500  ypars  the  Balkans  have  always  been  a 
problem  to  someone,  usually  on  the  ground 
that,  for  some  strange  and  wholly  unac- 
countable reason  the  several  nations  com- 
prising the  small  middle  European  bloc 
wish  to  be  left  alone  to  conduct  their  own 
affairs.  Their  fate,  however,  has  been  to 
fall  into  the  orbit  of  larger  suns,  often  with 
more  heat  than  comfort  to  themselves. 

Moscow  may  say.  as  Moscow  docs  say. 
that  Marshal  Tito  is  a tool  of  the  capitalists' 
of  America  Tito  may  reply,  as  Tito  seems 


to  be  replying,  that  he  is  as  ^ood  a Com- 
munist as  the  next  one.  and  a better  one 
than  Stalin  The  suspicion  remains,  how- 
ever. that  this  is  the  Balkan  trouble  all  over 
again  in  a new'  form  and  under  different 
labels 

If  anything  is  clear  from  history,  the 
Balkan  nations  will  not  be  dominated  The 
more  they  are  compressed,  the  hotter  will 
be  their  several  explosions.  It  has  been  so 
for  centuries,  and  it  is.  unchanged  today 
The  words  may  change,  but  the  tune  is  the 
same  Strangely  enough  hi  all  of  the  cir- 
cumstances the  refrain  is  human  freedom 
Behind  the  name-calling  lies  a grievance  as 
old  as  the  ashes  of  the  forgotten  Turkish 
empire,  the  ceaseless  struggle  of  small 
nations  to  express  themselves  in  their  own 
way.

This  does  not  mean  you  can  barge  in 
anywhere  Other  ministries  may  have 
their  own  special  permits,

Yi«as  lor  most  Western  European 
countries  are  rfow  no  more,  but  they 
are  still  the  major  problem  In  covering 
Communist-ruled  countries  Customs 
!ake  up  precious  hours  on  every  cross- 
— my  -of -a -frontier:  waking  you  up  on 
Orient  Express,  for  example,  three 
limes  just  before  dawn.  Exit  permits 
are  still  demanded  by  many  countries 
like  Greece,  Turkey  and  Israel. 

Knowledge  of  languages,  second  to 
* reporter's  own  nose  for  news  and 
background  In  a country,  are  the 
greatest  assets  a foreign  correspond- 
ent can  own  Unfortunately,  not  every 
American  pressman  abroad  knows  the 
language  of  the  country  he  is  xta- 
Lloncd  In.  let  alone  of  other  nations 
he  may  chance  to  visit. 

Getting  appointments  for  interviews 
on  the  telephone  Is  a high  blood 
pressure  task  unless  you  can  make 
yourself  perfectly  understood.  When 
an  Italian  answers  a phone  and  asks 
"Chi  parla'1'*  < who's  speakihgi  or  a 
Frenchman  utters  a vague  '•'Alio"  or 
a Orcek  shout*  "Embros"  f lor  ward* 
or  a Spaniard  commands  "Dlsa-' 
i.vpeaki.  your  answer  had  better  come 
« fax:  or  the  other  guy  hangs  up. 

More  important.  Is  the  need  ut  ihe 
foreign  language  to  understand  the 
shades  oi  meaning  the  foreign  poli- 
ticos are  putting  into  their  words 
Probably  the  most  Important  facts  In 
foreign  situations  are  those  premises 
of  thinking  which  are  peculiarly  Euro- 
pean and  ditlereul  from  the  American 
logical  processes.  The  same  fact. has 
a varying  color  to  the  native  aqd  to 
Ihe  American  Only  knowledge  of  the 
foreign 'language  gives  you  the  essen- 
tial difference. 

While  the  best  correspondents  usu- 
ally do  know  languages,  many,  often 
neglect  to  cultivate  the  acquaintance 
of  the  belter  foreign  newspapermen 
who  ai  least  reflect  the  expert  local 
opinion.  Olliers  of  our  correspondents 
stick  too  close  to  narrow-,  offlcial  circles 
and  sometimes1  are  led  to  be  uncon- 
scious mouthpieces  of  foreign  govern- 
ments.

‘Embassy  pre»s  attaches  over- 
seas. foreign  correspondents’  produc- 
tion Is  rated  as  "pretty  good”  on  spot 
events  The- spot  stories  would  be 
evrn  better  If  they  more  consistently 
explained  the  true  significance  of  the 
events'  as  far  as  possible  • , 

Feature  coverage  is  classed  as  'In- 
different" because  of  superficiality  and 
perhaps  a certain  provincial  attitude 
-•which  picks  material  calculated  exclu- 
sively for  the  fickle  American  interest 
rather  than  for  really  getting  Into 
how  foreign  peoples  live,  feel  and 
think. 

The  background  or  Interpretative 

stories  are  given  a grade  of  "excellent" 
hut  with  the  comment  that  there  are 
loo  few  of  them 

While  more  and  more  editors  and 
crack  reporters  are  beginning  to  be- 
lieve that  a backgrond  story  of  what 
a situation  means  and  how  it  got  that 
way  is  more  important  than  the  frag- 
mentary report  or  a phase  that  has 
happened  th^t  day.  there  are  several 
handicaps  to  producing  such  stories 
In  sufficient  volume 

The  first  difficulty  is  that  American 
new*  staffs  over  here  are  not  geared 
to  let  reporters  dig  Into  situations 
and  reporl  them  with  enough  detail.

The  other  major  handicap  tt>  get- 
ting more  enlightening  stories  lies  In* 
the  vacuum  In  which  American  news- 
men abroad  work  In  relation  to  their 
home  offices  A wire  service  may  s*nd 
a hot  cable  to  a European  bureau 
griping  'that  the  rival  service  had  a 
so-called  scoop  by  ten  minutes  But 
rarely  do  letters  come  from  home 
offices  analyzing  the  news  content  and 
suggesting  what  Americans  would  like 
to  know.

Communism  vs.  Catholicism

LONDON  The  Communist  gov- 
ernments of  Poland  and  Czecho- 
slovakia are  threatening  severe  pun- 
ishment to  any  Catholic  priest  who 
refuses  the  Sacraments  to  a member 
of  the  Communist  party  It  Is  one  of 
the  strangest  and  most  significant 
things  that  have  happened  in  the 
strange  developmental  Communism 
These  Communist  governments  art 
demanding  for  Communists  the  right 
lo  be  "practising  Catholics."  to  have 
full  membership  of  the  Catholic 
Church  By  all  the  canons  of  Marxism 
and  Leninism  that  Is  simply  not  sense 
Both  Marx  and  Lenin  would  have 
poured  angry  acorn  on  the  .suggestion 
that  one  could  be  at  one  and  the  same 
time  Marxist  and  Christian 
The  two  creeds  are  -both  frdm  the 
Marxist  and  from  the  Christian  [joint 
of  view —incompatible  and  Irrecon- 
cilable If  you  believe  in  the  Christian 
Revelation,  then  dialectic  materialism 
Is  blasphemy  If  you  believe  in  dia- 
lectic materialism  the  Christian  Rev- 
elation Is  childish  nonsense 
Marx.  Lenin  and  their  followers  were 
sincere  and  consistent  in  their  beliefs 
To  them  the  conception  of  a personal 
god  was  gross  supersUtutlon  Religion 
was  “the  opiate  of  the  people”-  -an  In- 
strument of  the  ruling  class  to  keep 
the  workers  In  passive  subjection.  For 
them  a Communist  must  by  definition 
be  an  atheist  He  could  not  be  a 
Christian  or  a,  Moslem  or  a Iheist  of 
any  kind  Thut  was-  and  indeed  it 
must  be  to  any  convinced  Marxist— 
axiomatic  And  ihe  Idea  thal  a mem- 
ber of  the  Communist  party  should  be. 
or  wish  to  be.  Christian-should  want 


o partake  of  the  Christian  Sacra 
ments  -would  be  unililnkable. 

8uch  a desire  would  not  be  mere 
deviation  '.  It  would  imply  denial  of 
the  essential  basis  ot  the  Communist 
creed.  It  would  have  involved  "ex- 
communication'  expulsion  from  the 
party  without  doubt  or  hesitation 
The  Communist'  regime  might  tolerate 
Christianity  among,  its  subjects,  might 
refpcct  "freedom  of  conscience  " The 
Soviet  Government  has-  Indeed  done 
so.  It  has  done  so'  within  certain 
limits:  that  Is  true,  though  th6  limits 
may  vary,  oi  all  governments.  But 
that  is  entirely  a dl^erent  matter 
from  tolerating  Christianity  among 
members  oi  a Communist  parly  That 
has  not  been  allowed:  and  rightly  so 
since  It  Is  absurd:  as  absurd  as  for  a 
vegetarian  society  to  allow  Its  mem- 
bers to  eat  meat

Bui  now  die  whole  attitude  has 
changed  The  Communist  parties  are 
not  merely  allowing  their  members  to 
be  Catholics  They  are  Insisting  per- 
emptorily on  their  right  to  be  Catho- 
lics and  to  receive  the  Christian 
Sacraments.  It  Is  as  though  the 
Church  had  demanded -for  the  early 
Christians  the  right  to  sacrifice  lo 
pagan  idols  and  to  statues  of  the 
Emperor,  It  is  as  though  Calvin  had 
demanded  for  the  citizens  of  Geneva 
the  right  to  attend  Mass 

The  thesis  of'thl1  Catholic  Church 
given  Catholic  premises,  is  rational 
and  logical  You  cannot  he  both  a 
Christian  and  a Marxist  You  may 
choose  between  the  church  and  thr 
party,  and  resign  <or  accept  expulsion' 
from  one  or  the  other.

them  and  other  Interesting  maps  to 
listeners  In  the  BBC's  Home  Service: 
"The  Connecticut  maps  were  inter- 
esting because  the  Colonial  Office  had 
decided  to  give  copies  oi  them  to.  an 
historical  society  in'  Connecticut  in 
exchange  for  the  return  to  the  British 
Island  of  Pitcairn.  In  the  Pacific,  of  a 
Bible  that  oner  belonged  to  His  Ma- 
jesty's ship  Bounty. 

Many  of  ihe  maps  In  the  Record 
.Office  relate  to  th»*  .days  when  the 
North  American  edn Uhen t was  ktill 
being  explored,  nnd  when  Britain  was 
a ruling  power  there  The  oldest  i 
have  found  was  dated  1626.  and  its 
title  was  America  with  those  known 
parts  of  that  unknown  world’.  A 
sub-title  proclaims  that  the  map  de- 
picted both  the  people  and  the 
buildings. 

"There  seems  U/-  be  mpre  known 
about  the  people  and  tJj^lr  JlOusea 
than  about  the  unknown  World:  and 
even  elghty-odd  years  later  another 
map  of  North  America,  based,  as  Its 


description  says,  Ou  ye  newest  and 
most  exact  observafions'.  was  .suffi- 
ciently undetailed  for  there  to  be  room 
fur  an  Inset  giving  an  impression  of  a 
stage  used  for  curing  cod  in  New - 
- foundland 

"But  three -qua rlers  of  the  way 
through  the  eighteenth  century  the 
map-makers  had  got  enough  informa- 
tion for  them  to  be  able  to  produce 
fhe  first  atlas  of  America  'The  Am- 
erican Atlas  with  a geographical  de- 
scription of  the  whole  continent'. 

• "If  the  detail  of  some  of  these  early 
maps  was  sparse,  their  compilers  were 
anything  but  modest,  and  frequently 
used  the  words  correct'  and  "accural*' 
in  their  titles,  as.  for  example,  in 
another  atlas,  dated  1778.  with  this 
rat  her' ominous  name:  Tiie  American 
Military  Pocket  Atlas,  being  an  Im- 
portant collection  of  correct  maps, 
both  gennral.  and  particular,  of  the 
British  Colonies,  especially  those

' Quite  a few  chart*  sliow  the  dlaposi-' 
lion  of  Indian  tribes,  with  estimates 
of  their  fighting  strength,  and  one 
Interesting  map  of  Western  Virginia,
